ith over 187 of the 605 mumps cases in 
lowa as of last week being in Dubuque 
County, it is clear that not only has 


mumps deeply impacted all of Jowa, it has hit 
close to home as well. 

Recently, Clarke’s service trip to New Orleans was 
postponed at the last minute because of the 
mumps cpidemic. “Considering all the potential 
ramifications of the mumps virus among students 
on the Clarke campus, the high potential for carry- 
ing this virus to other parts of the country, as well 
as the possibility for a serious manifestation of the 
illness in one of the team members on the service 
trip, resulting in the need for quarantine so far 
from home, the New Orleans service trip has been 
postponed,” said Mary Coan, director of Campus 
Ministry. 

Though the service trip team did spend many 
weeks fund-raising and preparing for this trip, all 
has not been lost. “The purpose of the trip is serv- 
ing others and we do have to question if we would 
be serving them if we exposed members of the 
New Orleans communities, the staff of Catholic 
Charities and volunteers from other schools to this 
virus which seems to be exponentially spreading in 
our community,” said Coan. 

Senior communication major Monica Loan was 
disappointed about the decision to cancel the trip. 
AJ] of us on the team had been going to meetings 
to prepare and were very excited to go,” said Loan. 
“We also didn’t find out until about nine on Friday 
night that we wouldn't be able to go on Sunday. So 
the last-minute decision came as a shock to all of 
us. We were also upset that the athletic teams were 
allowed to travel out of state to play that weekend 
and that the play went on, and we were still not 
allowed to go. But the decision was out of our 
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control.” 


Loan said the group is in the process of resched- 
uling the trip for the Monday after graduation 
depending on whether there is still a threat of 


mumps in the area.

Matt Letendre was infected with the mumps and 
was quarantined here on campus for six days. 
“Being quarantined was pretty boring,” 
Letendre. “It was different being on campus rather 
than going home because I saw everyone walking

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Speaker tells of hope, - 
obstacles,for HIV vaccine

ith a little more research and time, 3.1 million lives 
. \ | a year may be saved thanks to a vaccine against 
HIV. 

David Watkins, a researcher and professor of pathology at 
the University of Wisconsin-Madison, spoke at the Mary 
Murphy, BVM, Endowed Lecture in Biology on March 28 at 
Clarke about the possibility of developing this vaccine. 

“This virus surprises me at every turn,” Watkins said. 

Every time the virus copies itself, it makes an error, mean- 
ing that cach virus is a little different. This makes it very hard 
to develop a vaccine. 

“Viral variability means that battling HIV is like hitting a 
moving target,” said Watkins, 

Watkins has come close to success five times, but not close 
enough. As chair of the immunogenctics research group for 
the Wisconsin Regional Primate Research Center, he and his. 
team conduct research on rhesus monkeys infected with SIV, 
a virus very similar to HIV. 

According to Watkins, “killer T-cells” close down the virus 
factory, so a vaccine against HIV would be armed with lots 
of “killer T-cells.” The goal of a “killer T-cell”-based vac- 
cine is to prevent transmission in the chronic phase, he said. 

“Pye never scen such good vaccine data as far as the num-; 
ber of ‘T-cells raised,” Watkins said about the research, “Tt is 
encouraging, but we have a long, long way to go.” 
‘ Kate Sutton, Clarke professor of biology, is hopeful. 
“Researchers have been thinking we'd have a vaccine in the 
near future for the last 20 years,” she said. “However, Ido 
believe that David Watkins, and others like him, may be on 
the right track. We were very fortunate to havehim at Clarke.”

Sophomore nursing major 
J Melissa Shanks was glad she didn’t have to do 
preparation homework the night before. “I feel I 
didn’t lose a valuable learning experience by not 
attending, but it was nice to have the week off,” 
said Shanks. 
Associate professor of nursing Katie Selle said 
that the need to cancel off-campus clinicals was 
not a major sacrifice. “We had the students come

Letendre’s social life was not the only thing to 
suffer during quarantine. “Mumps really affected 
my studies because I missed more than a week's 
worth of classes,” he said. “T missed three tests 
along with the chance to do research for a few 
papers because I did not have the Internet in the 
room I was in.” 

Letendre was not just left to himself in the room;

Long said due to local support, Clarke has 
been able to keep the expense of renting out- 
side facilities under $1,000. 

‘Where I come from, I just needed space 
and I would make a field to play,” said pitch- 
er and Puerto Rico native Irving Duran. “So, 
it doesn’t matter if I don’t have a baseball 
field. What matters most is that you practice 
with the resources that you have.” 

Will Clarke ever see its own baseball field? 

“Building a baseball field certainly is a long- 
term goal but in the next two or three years 
probably is not feasible,’ said interim Vice 
President for Business and Finance Ed 
Whalen. 

“There is always talk about it,” said Long, 
“Building our own field is an institutional 
commitment. You have to realize the needs 
of the college. Hopefully someday.”
